Three Parisian newspapers have come to grief 
Within a few weeks for transcending the privi- 
leges allotted to them by the censorship of the 
press, established by the Thiers Government, 
‘The Paris-Journal, which some time since was 
compelled by the Germans to omit the narration 
of the battle of Jens, and comparison of the 
entry of the French into Berlin with that of the 
Prussians into Paris, has now been warned by 
the French Government not to bring out a 
Girondist number, in which it proposed to print 
biographies, with portraits, of the principal Giron- 
dist leaders. La Republique Francais, after 
publishing an article on the Imperialist char- 
acter of General de Cissey’s staff, received or- 
ders to stop. Lastly, La Vie Parisienne was 
seized, a few weeks since, for publishing a story 
by M. Ernest Feydeau. It must be a matter of 
extreme perplexity for a F editor to decide 
what he can pring in the midst of such conflict- 
ing opinions and constant changes of sentiment 
as mark the adcninistration of the Thiers Gov- 
ernment.

In considera- 
tion of these points, he advises his correspond- 
ent not to sacrifice his chims by sale nor by 
transactions in the natureof contingent-agency 
compensation, but to employ counsel before the 
Board to take charge of his interests, 

This is very encouraging advice, prima facie, 
to the holder of an Alabama claim, and perhaps 
would be satisfactory if it were possible to keep 
away the vultures which are gathering from all 
quarters to help eat up the ‘spoils.

entific knowledge. The travelling public, on the 
other hand, believe that investigations should 
doth supply remedies and enforce penalties 


through the application of the law. A prompt 


ard thorough punishment of incapacity or care- 
lessness would do more to prevent steamboat 
casualties than all the learned investigations 
which may be held for a century to come. 
SILK IN CALIFORNIA. 

The California papers speak in a very encour- 
aging manner of the condition and prospects of 
the silk indust.y in that State, and the Va an- 
nounces that it has received an impetus, within a 
year, which promises the speedy erection of fac- 
tories for the mannfecture of this material. 
One such factory, on a small scale, has already 
been established, in San Francisco, by three prag- 
tical silk manufacturers from Lyons, France, 
which is the silk market of the world. They 
have two looms at work, one of which makes 
taffetas and the other foulard silks. They 
express themselves as confident thet 
California all the 
which the most sanguine could desire for the 
manufacture of silk, and that it will pay larger 
profits than any other investment. More than 
$40,000,000 worth of manufactured silks are 
purchased annually in the United States, in ad- 
dition to the commoner varieties produced here. 
California also possesses a great advantage in 
being able to produce three crops a year, while 
France produces but two. ‘

SOCIAL PROTECTION IN FRANCE. 

In contemplating the evidences of instability 
which the National Goverument of France is gi 
ing the world just now, it is a simple matter of 
justice, and, perhaps, a useful lesson, to remem- 
ber that France, under all its Governments, has 
guaranteed a peculiar kind of personal freedom, 
as distinguished from political rights, which ex- 
ists nowhere else in the same degree. The 
guarantee is found in the thoroughness 
of What may be called a general 
police system, and it is equally practicable un- 
der Monafchy, the Empire, or the Republic. 
This personal liberty consists of the protection
